Important 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 34 of the Revised Statutes, 1954: 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation in the municipality to 
furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is hereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors or the county 
commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he furnishes such 
list with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to furnish 
it at the time appointed. 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 9—Veterans: 


Any veteran of any of the federally recognized wars who has reached 
the age of 62 years on April first must apply to the assessors by April 
first to be eligible for his $3,500 valuation exemption of taxes. 


Section 1006 of Sewer Ordinance: 


Each sewer charge levied pursuant to the ordinance is hereby made a 
lien on the premises and if the same is not paid within thirty (30) days 
after it shall be due and payable, it shall be certified to the Treasurer of 
the Town who shall place the same on the real property tax bill for that 
year with interest and penalties allowed by law, and be collected as 
other Town taxes are collected. Ordinance has been approved by 
Federal Government.

Penobscot, SS. State of Maine 


To Scott Libby, a Constable of the Town of Milford in the County of 
Penobscot. 


Greetings: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required to notify 
and warn the inhabitants of the Town of Milford in said County, 
qualified by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the New Municipal 
Building, in said Town on Monday the 25th day of March, 1985 at 10 
o’clock in the forenoon for the following purpose, to wit: 


Art. 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Art. 2. To choose all necessary Town Officers for the ensuing year. 
For the election of such officers, the polls will open immediately after 
the election of the moderator and will be closed at the hour of six 
o’clock in the afternoon of the same day. After the close of said polls the 
meeting will be recessed for one hour until seven o’clock of the 25th day 
of March, at which time said meeting will be resumed to act on the 
remaining articles.

Milford Citizens: 

During the past year many things have happened in the Milford Fire 
Dept. One was the retirement of Chief Harry Buchanan after 18 years 
of service to the town. Another very noteworthy happening was the 
retirement of Wilfred MacDonald. Mac retired after 61 years as a 
member of the Milford Fire Dept. 

In the last 12 months we responded to 41 fire calls. Our most popular 
calls are still chimney and grass fires. There were 8 of each this year. 
Please remember to keep your chimney clean and to be especially 
careful with fires outdoors in the spring before the grass is green. 

During February last year about half of the members of the Fire 
Dept. took a nine hour course to become certified in C.P.R. The 
department raised money to buy a set of dolls used by the Red Cross for 
their C.P.R. courses, because of this donation the Red Cross will be 
able to hold more classes in the future. 

You might notice the next time you see a Milford Fireman in his 
bunker gear that the color has changed from yellow to black. New gear 
was purchased for the Department this year to meet OSHA and NFPA 
requirements. 

In closing, I would like to thank the men of the Dept. for their help 
and cooperation since I took over the position of Chief. They are a very 
dedicated group of men who deserve a lot of thanks from me and the 
entire community.

Important 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 34 of the Revised Statutes, 1954: 


Before making an assessment, the assessors shall give reasonable 
notice in writing to all persons liable to taxation in the municipality to 
furnish to the assessors true and perfect lists of their polls and all their 
estates, not by law exempt from taxation, of which they were possessed 
on the first day of April of the same year. 


If any person after such notice does not furnish such list, he is hereby 
barred of his right to make application to the assessors or the county 
commissioners for any abatement of his taxes, unless he furnishes such 
list with his application and satisfies them that he was unable to furnish 
it at the time appointed. 


Chapter 91A, Sec. 9—Veterans: 


Any veteran of any of the federally recognized wars who has reached 
the age of 62 years on April first must apply to the assessors by April 
first to be eligible for his $4,000 valuation exemption of taxes. 


Section 1006 of Sewer Ordinance: 


Each sewer charge levied pursuant to the ordinance is hereby made a 
lien on the premises and if the same is not paid within thirty (30) days 
after it shall be due and payable, it shall be certified to the Treasurer of 
the Town who shall place the same on the real property tax bill for that 
year with interest and penalties allowed by law, and be collected as 
other Town taxes are collected. Ordinance has been approved by 
Federal Government.

Report of Recreation Board 


The town of Milford continues to sponsor many forms of recreation 
for its residents. Some of these are offered in Milford, such as the 
Milford Summer Recreation Program, the support of the Pine Tree 
Snowmobile Club and the exercise classes offered by Theresa Moran 
Laliberte. Other recreation opportunities supported by Milford include 
participation in the Old Town swim lesson program and youth 
basketball and youth softball in the summer, with Milford paying for 
the out-of-town registration fee that is charged for our youth to 
participate in these programs.

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Report of Fire Chief 


Milford Citizens: 

Another 12 months has gone by. It has been a very active year for the 
Fire Dept. "The Dept. responded to 51 alarms. Grass fires topped the 
list this year with 11. Chimney fires came in second with 8. There were 7 
false alarms with 6 of these coming from the school due to a faulty 
smoke detector. We had 5 structure fires and also 5 stove fires. There 
ware 4 each of car fires, power lines down and gas spills. One alarm was 
for a fire at the dump. One was to Champion Stud Mill and one was a 
mutual aid call. This is up from 41 calls last year. You can help to bring 
this number down again. If you are going to burn brush or grass make 
sure you have enough manpower and equipment to control the size of 
the burn. Remember you must obtain a burning permit to burn 
anything any time of year. Also if you are heating your home with wood 
be sure you have a safe chimney and that it is kept clean. 

During the year 13 members of the Fire Department attended 12 
hours of instruction from the Maine State Forestry Department in 
control and supression of forest fires. Also 9 members attended a 3 
hour forest fire simulator at the Forestry Headquarters in Old Town. 

Some of the wives of the members of the Fire Dept. formed the 
Milford Fire Dept. Ladies Brigade this year. They have offered much 
support both on the fire scene and off. With help from the ladies and 
the Junior Fire Department we had 9 Christmas Auctions. The money 
received from these and other fund raisers will be used to build a tanker 
truck. The truck will be built by members of the Department with 
volunteer time and money. When finished it will be used to transport 
water beyond the fire hydrant system. This has been greatly needed by 
the town of Milford. 

The members of the Milford Fre Dept. are VOLUNTEERS. These 
men are engineers, cooks, teachers, mechanics, bus drivers, mill 
workers, and many other occupations. When it is time for training they 
give up time with their families to train. When the alarm goes off they 
jump in their bunker gear and respond no matter what time of day or 
night. It takes a very special person to be a volunteer fireman. I would 
like to thank the 20 men who served under me this past year.
